The Work Teivre Us.
Mromthe N. Y. Tvilune,

This Is the 1st of Beptember. Nine woeks
from to.day the propls's vores will declde who
Bhiall be their President and their Viee-Presi-
dent respectively tor tour years from the dih
of Murch n-xt. MHow very far we are from be-
Ing ready for that ordeal; the intelligont well
kuow,

Ounr Natiopal and State nominations were
made early, as was right. They were reosived
with very genernl and hearty approval. Gens.
ral Grant bad sliealy beon nominated for 1’resi-
dent by the people, w0 that the Conveution
had no duty but to ratify the popular cholos,
The selections of Messrs, Collax, Griswold,
and thefr aesociates, are abuudantly proved
wike and happy. We are conscionsly strong,
aud therein is onr chief danger,

The genson has thus fir been & very busy
one. The persistent vold and wet of May and
Jupe threw the gpring work of our farmers
far into sumuwer. Tohey wore & good mouth
bebindhand on the 1st of Jane; and they
have been workivg hard ever siuce to recover
that month, which most of them lLave at
length done. Our mechanics also, but espa-
elally thore who are engsged in hounse-baild-
ing, have geverally been driven this season as
they never were before. The gamblers and
loaters, who have abuudant lsisure, are gene-
rally against us; the men who thrive by nse-
ful industry are largely with us; and thesa
have never been more abgorbed in their dally
avocations than this season. Hence, our poli-
tical work is leas advanced than it ought to be
at the begioning +f antnmn,

True, we bave bheld many meetinge—gena-
rally good, and often nuexpectedly large; bat
mass meetinge only incite to work; the work
still remains to Lbe done. Troe, we have or-
ganized maoy clubs; but we have yet to
organize clubs in at least halt the townships in
the Upion, And that is the work jmmedi-
ately belore ns.

As ye', we have had to struggle agalust a
very geverdl and sangniue presumption that
no effort is needed, Toe muass of our voters
cannot be mwade 10 realizs the poasibility of
Grant's defeat, They kuow that mavy Demo-
orats proclaimed bim their candidate for Pra-
Bident long belors Le reseived any formal
nowminatiou. They kuow that vine tenths of
those voters who are not partisans are in-
stivctively Grant men. If there be a township
which coutaius 100 prououvesd Republicans,
with as many Dewmocrats, and 256 voters whe
ara neituer, but vote habituaily for the beat
men, that townsuip will cast at lesst 170 vote s
for Grant. No Awerican needs to be told who
Grant is, nor what ne bas done to commend
him to popular favor and confidence. He iz
emphatioally the peopls’s wun, aud will poll
more votes on persesal grounds than aoy
President since George washington., That
there are and have been more voters who da-
#ire Grant’s than thee are who favor Say-
monr’s election, we bave never doubted,

But the Copperbeads are ravenously hun-
gry and utteily vuecrupulous. After years of
famine, Johnson's apostacy has given them a
taste of fresh blood. They are detarmined to
win at all hazards; auvd they will do it by
fraudulent natoralizations and by dodble
voting, it they can.

Here, then, is seen the necessity for a better
and more thorough orgavization. Wa cannot
stop their cheating without it.  We have or-
ganized in half the wards and townships
thronghout the country; but the adversary
¢an cheat us enough to beat us in the residas,
if we do not organize there also.

Hitherto, blind trust has been made an ex-
onse for indolence. “'Graut can't Be beaten
by “such & wap as Beymonr,” has been the
cry of all the do-nothings. If we do not mis-
read the gigns, they are likely to have theair
copfldence rudely shocked within the next six
weeks., For, while the friends of General
Grant are abuodantly able to secare his eleo-
tion by proper eflort, it is a grave mistake to
imagine that he cun or will be elected withont
Buch effort. And this we look to gee demon-
ptrated alike by our successes and our re-
verges in the October elections. We may in-
stance tle Territory of Colorado, where an
election fa to be held one week hence, and
where the Republicans aot as though intent
on defeating their candidate for delegate in
Congress.  When they shall have done it,
they will tell ua Low strong Grant is with
them, acd what a majority they could give
him if they were in the Union! Very likely
they could; but such support as theirs wounld
never make him President.

We koow, as every one knows, that (feneral
Grapt is stronger than his party, and will poll
thousands of votes that will not be given to
our local candidates in the September and
October elections, But let him poll ever so
many, he will nevertheless be defeated by
monstrous frands, unless there be seasonably
effected a thorough organization of his sup-
porters. Such orgaunization in half the towns
will simply restriot the meditated frands to the
other hal); it will nowise defeat them.

We speak fravkly; for the crisis is very

ave, and the necessity for action uigent.

@ can certainly elect Giraut and Colfax, if we
can keep down illegal votivg throughont the
Union to vne per cent, of the total; we shall
be beaten if it shall be swelled to five per
cent. or over. Wa can keep it down so that
it shall be barmless, if we osn have euch an
organization throughout the country that we
shall surely get out our full legal vote and
keep out the illegal votes which in defaunlt of
due preparation, exertion, and vigilance, will
inevitably be polled against us,

Friends of Graot and Colfax! we need an
effective, working, wide-awake clab in BVETY
townehip! Even whers we are a small
minority, we can keep out illegal votes by so
organizing that minority that they will koow
'be?omhmd who are and who are pot legal
yoters in their respuotive districts, and be on
hand when the poll opens, prepared to chal-
lenge sternly and prosecute fearlessly. Will
you, who are already well organized, look at
once to the towns aronnd yon which are not,
and ges that they, too, shall epeedily have

followed your excellent example ?

That one part of the statement s trae, the
more recently reported luterview of the Presi-
demt with a resctionary delagation from
Tenvekges has clearly proved, The dootrine
atiributed by the Lonleville Journa!'s 1uform-
ant to Mr. Johneon is identionl with that which
he expounded the other day for the encoar-
agement of the lawless elemont which ohafes
nuder the repressive mensnres of (toveranor
Brownlow. It I8 evident that Mr. Johngo is
inelined as far a2 possible to weaken the an-
thority of the Bouthern Kxeomtives; and the
overright of Congress in allowing a provision
to contivue which was enaoted uoder entirely
different cironmetances, afforde both a pratext
pud an opportunity which e will not hesitats
to farn to the Account of the Demooratio party.

The proposed removal of General Thomas,
and the substitntion of a commamier mora
clearly in political feHowship with the Presi-
dent, is in keoping with other parts of the
scheme. Not only*would he deprive the loyal
Goverpment of the means of mainfaining their
anthority, but he desires to place the uational
troops nnder commands whose bias i3 toward
the Democracy,

We agree with Mr. Forsyth that if this
poliey be “fhinly adhered to and vigorously
carried out' by the President, its effaot will
Tennessee. Its ioflaence
throvghout the Sonth will be so immediate
and so great that it *“ean hardly be esti-
wited.”  Whatever it amounts to, we may ba
gure that it will ba a'together on the gide of
ihe dirallucted element, and that its exsroian
will be prejadicial to the rights and faterests
of the loyal people. The satisfaction which
the prospect aflords 1o the Rebul Press indioates
the light in which Mr, Johnson’s course in re-
gard to the maintenante of peace i3 viswed at
Lthe Bouth, ’ '

The subject 18 a grave one, and ona which
official wrongheadedness may at any moment
ewell into gigantic proportions. The telagram
from Arkausas via St. Louis s, we trust, an
exsggeration, if vot an invention. Dat it were
criminal to ignore the danger of eollision
which exists there, as elsewhers in the Soath,
in coveequence of the aggressive apirit which
thie proceedinge of the hew York Convention,
and the known sympathies of Mr. Johnson have
imparted to the Dewocraoy. They wers obsti-
nate before; they are now defiaut, And nothing
but,extreme cars, and the adoption of a*wiser
course by the President will svert very serions
trouble. It is not pleasant to coufess the fact,
but nothing can b gaived by closing our eyes
to its exirtence. Disloyally manifosta fweelf
in forms which consteutly grow worse; and the
duty of the President i8 certainly not per-
formed when be takes conusel with, and in
eflect supports those who are hostile to loyal
rule. To be halfhearted or indiffarent would
be bad enongh at atime when the maintenancs
of order in ten or eleven Stetes ig in a largs
degree vontingent on the conrse of Federal
authority. Fuat the position is ivfinitely mors
sérions when, as at present, the party whose
plavs imperil peace are able to point to tha
President as a sympathizer and a possible ally.

Negro Muffrage Irreversible,
Fromthe N. ¥. Commerewal Advertiser,

The policy of enfranchisivg the Southern
blacks is belog vindioated more speedily and
effectively thav its most sangnins supporters
could Lave antivipated. Accounts from Sonth
Carolina, Florida, Missizsippi, and, in faot, all
the Southern States, repressnt that the negroes
are wuch botjer treated than ever befors, and
that® the planters and politicians spare no
palus to conciliste thewmn, in order to obtain
their votes for the defeat of the radicals, Now,
it was slways one of the most effeotive argu-
ments in favor of negro franchise that it was
necessary as a protection to the black race. It
was desirable, if not necessary, to give the.
blacks pplitical power, in order to render them
gecnre in their newly-acquired privilege of
emancipation,

Sinoe the Democrata carried the Mississippi
election by the aid of black votes, there has
bLeen & wonderful abatement in Southern con-
tempt for free negroes and black voters. The
freedmen are flattered, if not cajdled, for their
votes, and barbecuss, the especial delight of
the negro heart, are the order of the day. The
objections agalust negro suflrage are lost sight
ol in the anxiety to catch the negro vote,

The Bouthern whites have found out that
the negroes can be used as instruments of their
ambition, and this fact may be regarded as
constituting an irreversible gnarantes for negro
gufirage at first, and other privileges in due
time. It is doubtful whethereven Frank Blair,
were be greater than he is ever likely to be,
could roll back accomplished events in the
South, and take the franchize from the ne-
groes. l'owerful parties will always exist in
the Bouth, to which the negro vote will be
DECESERTY.

This fact is a great trlumph for the Repub-
lHeans, even though they should lose every
Soutbern Stute. Their work will remain be-
hivd them to be perpetnated and improved
upon by the very men who were formerly its
most bitter opponents, Even if tne recon-
structed Governmente in the Sputh should be
overthrown by the issus of the Presidential
campaign, pegre sullrage will remain to
modify and mould the future destinies of
that gection.

The Tribune pours ont nearly two columns
of venom against this distinguished Southern
goldier, berating him because he has not
thrown the weight of his great influence into
the ecale of reconstruotion. We insert a short
fpecimen of the 7 ridune’s vituperation, partly
becanse it acknowledges the poteuoy of (Gene-
ral Lee's influence over the Sonthern heart,
and partly because it confesses the deplorable
condition of that section in the fourth year
after the disbandment of the Southern armies,
Bays the Tribune—

lothrow down every barrler, und unite every
Inlerest In  the harmony of & restored
Linlon, He saw the Cobbs aud Hills of
the Boulh, Lthe men who bud bestn Warrlors
in pence and ellizens in war, fermentin
discord, and bilterly assalling every plan o
reconsiruction. He saw thege cowardly myr-
midops of hatred fliling the Bouth like muny
evilspirlis.  Like the witches In Maobath, Lhey
have worked thelr eharms to & dismal-fatal
end—and infected |he very alr with thelr *heil-
broth, boll, ana buble.' "Like the Centaurs in
Dante's hell, their alm keems aver to dilve baok

Could there be avything more captionsly
tureasonable than cowplaints by the radicals,
at this late date, that the leaders of Bonthwrn
opluion have yot heen effislent plonsers of

Tholr oredit snd influenss have
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been obstrugted, and, as far as radioal rancor
oould go, nuliified and sunibilated by legisia-
tive degradation; and now, when it is found
impossible. to reconstrnot the Sonth withoat
their ald, they are poundly abnaed becanss
they bhave not furnfshed {1 {  If their inflaenes
was wanted in the pacifi ‘ation of the conntry,
why was it not applied for? At the closs of
the war a flerce shout wentup that the South
¢rn leaders must bhe proscribed and ostra-
cised; that their property ought to bs confis
cated, and themselves banished or hanged.

In the work of ‘reconsirootion, they
wera wamed to “'take back  seats.’’
The restoration of the Union conld bhave

been accomplished within thirty days after
the surrender of Lee had it not been for the
rovlaimed horror nnd scorn of allowing *the
tebels’’ to have any haod in the work, All
that was needed was for the existing State
Legislatares to take oath to enpport the Con-
gtitution, and the work wonld have besn mo-
complished. President Lincoln at first favored
srch motion by the Legislature of Virginia;
but the radicals ratsed such & din of flarcs re-
monstrance that he quiokly changed his miod.
When General Sharman reveived the snrrander
of Jolnston he had not heard of Me. Linooln's
chapge of purpose, and followed what he
supposed wss to be the model get by ths
Fresidemt  in  Virginia. Nobody ean have
forgot the tremendous howl of ifndignation
which resonnded througliont the North.
Republicans denounced Geperal Sherman as
& traitor, The Secrstary of War used the
telegraph to publish that great soldier as a
traitor. The ory was taken up and ephoed
by Bancroft, the historian, in a speech de-
livered in this city, The whole radical party
was ghovked and appalled, was bhorriflald, in
dignant, and furions at the idea that “‘rebel
legisistores' were to be mnde instraments of
restoring the Union. The same intolsrant
fecling was manifested towards all who had
taken any part inthe Rebsllion, and partion-
larly ita leaders. Aud now the Zribune has
the absurd assurance to turn ronnd and abuse
the Bouthern leaders beoanse they have not
lent their aid to build up & new order of
things !

Atter all these years of tarmoil and disor-
ganization, the radicsls ave st last beginning
to find ont that stable reconstrootion is impos-
rible without the active co.operation of the
leading men of the Sonth,  Alwost the whols
white population toock part in the Rubellion,
and the same leaders whom they then followed
conld easily bave mads them content with
resgopable terms of reconciliation. Rather
than permit thig, the radicals ioverted the
order of miture, and absurdly fmagined that
Ly military coercvion they conld make a herd
of needy, ignorant Llacks, just let loose from
brutalizing servitude, the leaduers of Sonthern
rociety and the arghitects of a new order of
thiogs, The resalt is what auy reasonable
wan might have expected. As the Tribune
Ig constrained to confess, “Kmigration is ar-
rested—capital shiiuks from her cities and
geaports—commerce seeks luss congenial bt
more secnrs climes—coredit i3 dead—her vast
resourced are neglected —there is no indostry,
no enterprice, no national progress, no gublic
gpirit, nothing but politieal chaos and social
anarchy." ’

“‘1 only wish,'” sald General Rosacrans, on
Lis return from Virginia, ““the whole Northern
people knew their Southern brethren as well
a8 L do.”" Ilere is the plain and direct testi-
wony of one of our most distingnished [nion
generals, fresh from a conference with the
leading commanders of the late Sontbern
armies. “The great leaders of the South,”
says he, ''desire peace, fraternal feeling, pros-
perity and happivess.” And he adds, *'l am
fully satisfled that it isnot the Southern people
who stand in the way of a full and complate
reconciliation.”

Nor is it the Northern people. Both sides
are impatient for that solid, compact reunion
which all know must be seoured before the
country can ever advance a step towards en-
during prosperity. Then what hinders, what
has been the cause of obstraotion for three
years past I Nothing but this radical faction
that has intrenched itself in the places of
power, and to-day bids deflance to the South,
North avd the Constitutiom together. It is
new eogaged in an atiempt to appropriate the
wilitary along with the civil power, and, if
successful, the latter will practioally disappear
from view altogether.

The first thivg radicaliem will do in its effort
to break the force of this unnequivocal testi.
mony, will be to taunt the Bouthern leaders
with a desire to dictate to the North, It will
degcribe them as Rebels siill, and insultingly
atk by what right they venture to speak at ail
while still disfranchised. For all that, the
country knows that these SBouthern chisftains
gpeak the sentiments of the Bouthern people.
Iight or wrong, they are the men whom that
people have faithfally followed and trusted,
urdin whom they still confide. This is only
& fact, and no taunts and insnlts can cover it
up. That guch taunts are heard at all satisfles
ué that the radicals are for anything but pesce
#nd fraternity. They want a perpetual hubbab,
would like another war, and are daily ivciting
the ignorant blacks of the chief Sonthern
cities to deeds of violence, as a pretext for
developing similar schemes of their own.
